These shock absorb¬ 
ers are not an accessory but an integral part of the car, provision being 
made to accommodate them when the car was designed. ■ They require 
little adjustment and should be relaxed in cold weather. The glycerine 
solution lightens with the addition of a little alcohol. 

BRAKES 

Four-wheel, mechanical, internal expanding, 
completely enclosed, adjustable by stud on out 
side of drum.

THE PEOPLE WANT IT 


COMMUNITY ASSETS 


Under the caption “liabilities” in 
the fiscal report of cities and towns 
appear the amounts of their bonded 
indebtedness and unpaid bills. Bonds 
and bills are liabilities because they 
represent the public debt, but in a lar 
ger sense they may be the least of the 
community’s liabilities. Municipal 
bonds are as representative of the as¬ 
sets of a community as of its liabil¬ 
ities. That is a self-evident fact to 
those wh(g realize that municipalities 


can only issue bonds for permanent 
public improvements and that every 
$1,000 municipal bond stands for im¬ 
provements costing $1,000. The bonds 
remain liabilities only until they have 
been redeemed, but improvements fin¬ 
anced, by those bonds remain perma¬ 
nent assets of the community. So it 
appears that a community may have 
other and more burdensome liabilities 
than municipal bonds. One such lia¬ 
bility may be the absence of commun¬ 
ity co-operation and public spirit. 
Lack of civic pride constitutes anoth¬ 
er community liability. Liabilities of 
this character give the community 
nothing and deprive it of much. But 
community discord, civic slovenliness 
and public disinterestedness are re¬ 
deemable liabilities. These cease to 
be a tax on the community when the 
public recognizes them as liabilities 
and undertakes to liquidate them. 
There is nothing cooperation can not 
accomplish for the community. Com¬ 
munities everywhere are proving the 
accuracy of that statement. Like in¬ 
dividuals, many towns and cities are 
saving that whatever they have ever 
desired has been given to them if they 
only desired it earnestly enough. Such 
desire is not, however, the kind that 
waits for providence to grant its wish 


Some people object to newspaper? 
devoting so much space to murders and 
murder trials. The chief reason for it 
is that the reading public demand it. 
Newspapers endeavor to cater to pub¬ 
lic taste. They would soon curtail 
the space devoted to- crimes and 
criminals if public taste should" 
change. Magazines which do not pur¬ 
port to give the flews of the day ea¬ 
ter to that taste by reyamping old 
murders and historic trials. Even the 
cinemas are branching out in that di¬ 
rection. Instance the film depicting 
the career of the James’ boys, bandits 
and desperadoes on a wholesale scale. 
Staid newspapers will editorialize on 
murder trials, giving all the detais 
along with their own philosophizing 
and moral lessons. High prices are 
paid for detective stories, because 
they contain details of robberies and 
murders, real or fictitious. There is 
human reason why murdeis should 
excite human interest. They portray 
human passions and excite interest in 
the motives which lie behind-the per 
pitration of crime. 


Glasgow students recently organiz¬ 
ed a monster “rag” based on the 
theme that Big Bill Thompson of Chi 
cago, was voyaging in an Irish cattle 
boat from U.S. to drive the English 
out of Scotland. When a ship docked 
at Hirkland Quay, a huge crowd was 
gathered to await the arrival of Big 
Bill. A student dressed to represent 
him, emerged and stepped on shore 
amongst a consignment of steers. He 
was greeted by student officials, and 
escorted through the streets. His 
first formal act was to burn a copy 
of the English encyclopedia. He vis¬ 
ited leading officials, and returned by 
water-cart to the University, where 
l e delivered an address complaining 
that the British press distorted Chi¬ 
cago news. “Only yesterday” he said 
“I read that only one murder was the 
normal record in Chicago. That is 
press dope. During the Xmas rush 
the murders rose to the laudable fig¬ 
ure of 425.”

A PLEA FOR COERCION 


EXCHANGE FREE CHEQUES 


It is almost an offence against Can¬ 
ada’s banking - institutions to state 
that in the United States 98% of the 
cheques issued in that counry are 
cashed at par. This^s a fact made 
public just a few days ago by the ed¬ 
itor of the American government’s 
official paper at Washington. The 
system of hanking over there where 
federal reserve hanks are established 
at regional points and are the clear¬ 
ing houses and fountain heads of all 
the national banks in the regions en¬ 
able mony to be transferred from one 
bank to another without charging the 
customer any exchange on the cheque 
he presents. Canada's banking system 
is considered to he quite as efficient 
in every detail as is that of the Unit¬ 
ed States, yet in the States there is 
no exchange on cheques, a circum¬ 
stance most people in Canada will 
consider gives the palm of superior¬ 
ity to he banking system across the 
line. Canadian banks would increase 
their popularity by working out some 
means to confer a similar boon on 
the people of Canada.—Alliston Her¬ 
ald. 


The government at Ottawa had 
much trouble filling senatorial vacan¬ 
cies. We always thought there should 
be a.law, something like the military 
service act,, which would compel men 
to serve in the Senate at the demand 
of the government. The voluntary 
system is, of course, the best, but 
when it fails, there should be re¬ 
course to coercion. Why should the 
government in the midst of harassing 
concerns, be obliged to waste time 
coaxing and wheedling people into ac¬ 
cepting Senatorial seats? If citizens 
will not serve in the Senate from pat¬ 
riotic motives, there should be- some 
way of compelling them. It is a sad 
commentary upon the patriotism of 
our people when the government has 
to admit that it finds trouble in filling 
vacant Senate seats. 


An Ontario man, named McArthur, 
has been interesting himself in the 
encouragement of Alberta coal con¬ 
sumption in Ontario. For every ton 
of American coal used in Canada 70% 
of the amount paid, goes across the 
line and helps American labor. On 
the other hand every ton of Alberta 
coal sold, means that 100% of it stays 
n Canada. Two million tons of Al¬ 
berta coal replacing an equal amount 
of the American product would mean 
$20,000,000 in circulation in .Canada 
which would otherwise cross the bor- 
ler. Ontario consumers are showing 
preference for Alberta coal. If 
that preference is strongly enough ex 
pressed in Ottawa, and if it is found 
that the necessary freight rates can 
lie adjusted without actual railroad 
oss, this session may see definite re¬ 
mits in Alberta coal marketing.

Maclean’s Magazine for January 
15 contains . ,^pme interesting and 
startling information regarding the 
penetration of Orientals into B.C. bus 
iness life. More than a quarter 
of the business houses of Van¬ 
couver are operated by Orientals. One 
third tailors, one quarter of the gro¬ 
cers, one quarter of the dry goods 
trade, one quarter of the candy deal¬ 
ers, nearly half the fish dealers are 
Orientals. They own land in B.C. "to 
well over $10,000,000. The Chinese 
have secured practical control over 
truck -gardening and are the biggest 
vegetable producers. Over thirty per 
tent of the employees in planing and 
saw mills are Orientals. Asiatic resi¬ 
dents in Canada number 65,000. Of 
these 46,500 are in B.C. 


The lesson of the sanctity and the re

A Trade War Amongst Cheaper Cars 

is Giving the Public Good Values 

The new Ford models were put on 
the market in December. A month la¬ 
ter the General Motors slashed Chev¬ 
rolet prices. Following that, the Wil- 
lys Overland, makers of the Whippet, 
entered the ring with price cut, and 
a few days later William Durant com 
pleted the four-sided battle by an¬ 
nouncing a new model Star. 

Not since the motor industry was 
created 25 yearn ago, has a more mo¬ 
mentous situation been resented. 

General Motors claims to have 
made a car in every four in L.S..in 
1926, one_ in every three in 1927, and 
it is quite as ambitious for 1928. On 
the other hand in the five weeks fol¬ 
lowing the announcement of the new 
Ford model that company booked or¬ 
ders for 727,000. All the automobile 
companies aie planning to increase 
their output. 

This industry is of importance in 
other industries. Automobile factor- 
|ie? consume 14% of the iron- and 
steel turned out in the United States, 
50 per cent, of the plate glass, 63 per 
cent, of upholstery jeather, 25 per 
cent, of aluminum, 85 per cent, of 
rubber and a large percentage of ahrd 
wood, tin, copper, lead and nickel. 
Anything which keeps the motor in¬ 
dustry going helps prosperity. 

There will be spent in 1928 in the 
neighboring country, $10,000,000,000 
for motors and their operations, 
which was just the average value of 
the country’s farm crops in the last 
few years. 

This situation, though existing in 
L.S. has an ^jngvitable effect in this 
country, and to a lesser extent, Cana¬ 
da too, will benefit by tfie trade war.

A new airplane landing gear based 
on the caterpillar wheel principle, has 
been successfully tried out in France. 

A number of airplane ambulances, 
in which operations may be perform¬ 
ed in the air, have been..ordered for 
the Royal Air Force of Great Britain. 

The Knight Sugar Company has 
lost about 1000 head of sheep during 
the last few weeks, due to drifting in 
storms. , 

In the year 1928, the automobile 
buyer will get more for his money 
than ever before. A grand four-sided 
trade war is under way in the motor 
'industry, and in this war the general 
public will benefit. 

More than 20 million dollars was 
distributed among the Canadian peo¬ 
ple in dividends'the first of January. 
This is more than two millions of 
money for every million of the popu¬ 
lation.- 

Almost 200 new Danish colonists 
were added to the settlement of New 
Denmark in the course of the past 
year, and the population of the colony 
is now 800. Colonists are prospering 
and a further increase in activity is 
expected in 1928. 

The postal department is doing fine 
work in supplying farmers residing In 
outlying district with a rural mail 
service. This is one of the modern con 
| venences which make life on the farm 
| more pleasing, especially with women 
1 and young children. 

I Alberta apiaries have produced 
1300,000 lbs. of honey in 1927. Some 
200 beekeepers'from all sections of 
| the province, have sent in reports 
'covering 3450 colonies of bees. For 
the first time in its history, Alberta 
'is self-supporting in honey produc-' 
tion. 

During 1927 the Canadian Pacific 
Express Company handled about 200 
cars of race horses in Canada. Sev¬ 
eral special trains were employed 

I having “palace horse cars” specially 
designed for this traffic so as toa (ford 
the maximum of comfort and safety 
to the horses and their attendants. 

I An air mail service between Winni 
] peg and Calgary may be established 
i this coming summer, judging by per- 
J sistent reports to that effect. Last 
summer the flight was made between 
those two points by Flying Officer T. 
M. Shields,of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, in eight hours—the distance 
being 900 miles. 

A notice of application has been 
sent in to Ottawa for the incorpora¬ 
tion of the Peace River and McKen¬ 
zie District Railway. The proposed 
line is to start at Grimshaw on the E. 
D. & B.C. running due north to the 
Keg River, then north-easterly to 
Fort Vermilion. From that point ii 
touches on the Slave River, thence to 
Fort Smith, the approximate distance 
being 400 miles. 

Two hundred dollars in cash is to 
be the prize of the Alberta winner of 
the Oratorical contest, in addition to 
the free trip to Toronto with expenses 
paid. The second winner in Alberta, 
will a $50 prize and the district win¬ 
ners are to get $10 gold pieces. The 
expenses of the district winners in 
travelling to Calgary will also be 
paid. Entries have already gone in 
to the Herald from Calgary, Canmore 
Biairmore, Magrath, Stanmore and 
Oyen. 

The health report presented by the 
Health Committee of the U.F.W.A. by 
Mrs. Field was of interest. She re¬ 
ported on the Infantile Paralysis Ho.- 
pital in Edmonton, which will be op¬ 
ened this month, and which will treat 
all children' suffering from the malic¬ 
ious effects of this disease. Dr. Has¬ 
tings Mewburn is in charge. Surgi 
cal attention will be given and, later 
teachers will instruct the children and 
keep them up in studies during reeup 
eration. During the past year, Alber¬ 
ta's travelling clinic has also done a 
great work. The clinic composed of 
a surgeon, a dentist and two nurses 
had worked continuously from May 
10 to October 27, 285 schools having 
been served. This did not nearly cov 
er the - centres arranged for. Yhe 
valume of work lies in minor opera¬ 
tions; 2346 cases of tonsils and ade¬ 
noids had been successfully operated 
on and in the dental work, thgre were 
2575 cases. Where possible, the staff I 
was assisted by local physicians. I

26 innings, score 1 to 1. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool is calling 
on all members to be sure and send in 
delivery checking coupons at once. 

The Pool elevator at Prince Rupert 
has loaded a dozen ships so far this 
season.. 

Recently a resident of Truro, Nova 
Scotia, held a telephone communica¬ 
tion with a friend in Moose Jaw, Sas¬ 
katchewan. This is believed to have 
been the longest distance yet covered 
by direct telephone communication in 
Canada. 

Automobile traffic over the Banff 
Highway between Banff and Calgary, 
both ways, in 1927 up to November 
30th, totalled 51, 406 automobiles ac¬ 
cording to figures made public at the 
[ ark. The figures show that west¬ 
bound American cars 1,535 while east 
bound Canadian cars totalled 23,652 
and American 1,406. While no com¬ 
plete check of passengers, both ways, 
has been kept it is estimated that the 
total was approximately 181,700. 

Building permits numbering 952 
and authorizing the erection of build¬ 
ings at- a total cost of $2,330,131 
were issued in Calgary- during 1927 
showing an increase of $341,183, over 
the figures for 1926 according to a re¬ 
cently issued statement. The 1927 
figures showed that 288 new houses' 
it a total value of $1,236,141 were 
placed in construction or built. The 
number of new business buildings and 
"bloAs totalled 57 and aggregated a 
value of $710,470. 

Fifty buffalo carcasses out of the 
thousand recently slaughtered by con¬ 
tract at the Wainwright Park have 
bpvn reserved by the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories Sranch of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa. The meat of 
these animals will be sliced and dried 
for shipment to the Eskimos in the 
extreme north-western part of the 
Dominion to help replenish their food 
supply which has been reduced by the 
diminishing of the herds of caribou in 
parts of their hunting ground. 

It is contended that Alberta has 
now, for the first time in history, 
raised a larger wheat crop than Sas¬ 
katchewan. The latest estimate of the 
North-west Grain Dealers’ Associa¬ 
tion, as furnished by the Sanford Ev¬ 
ans Statistical Service at Winnipeg, 
shows that in 1927 Alberta raised 7.- 
275,000 acres of wheat, which, at the 
average yield of 27.4 bushels, gives a 
total of 199,346,000 bushels. Sas¬ 
katchewan, with 10,998,600 acres, at 
an average yield of 17 bushels per 
acres, raised 186.976,000 bushels. Ac¬ 
cording to this estimate Alberta’s 
wheat crop is 12,400,000 bushels 
greater than Saskatchewan. 

For the thirteenth time, President 
Wood is elected Head of the U.F.A. In 
his opening speech, he referred grhve 
ly to the dropping off Jn membership. 
The peak of membership was reached 
in 1921 with 37,721. Since then the 
numbers have fluctuated, this year 
being 11,589. The great incentive in 
1921 was political recognition. The 
succeeding years have perhaps been a 
resting time, but also a testing time. 
However, there have been no enter¬ 
prises of major importance to be un¬ 
dertaken, and better to stand quiet 
than to rush prematurely into trivial 
things merely to be active. „ 

Tlie contract for the construction of 
the new Alberta Wheat Pool terminal 
elevator at Vancouver has been let to 
the Northern Construction Co, Ltd., 
and J. W. Stewart. The elevator is to 
be completed by September '1, 1928. 
The new Pool terminal will have a ca¬ 
pacity of 2,500,000 bushels and will be 
the last word in elevator construction. 
It will have a fast handling work- 
house, large unloading capacity, am¬ 
ple cleaning facilities, and dock gal¬ 
leries for berthing three boats simul¬ 
taneously under the loading spouts. 
When this new elevator is completed 
the Albeita Pool will have terminal 
facilities at the Pacific Coast of five 
and a half million bushels’ capacity." 
The combined capacity of all Pool ter 
minals will reach a total of over thir¬ 
ty million bushels by next fall.
